this. Now, I knew that the man was very tired. I had detected it the 
last month. Bxri Different cases that I would talk to him about over 
the phone. It seemed to me that he was terribly worried, terribly 
pressed, and so then I went ahead and did things myself and didn’t bother 
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to even call him about them. I was told — I believe — by Marcella 
Inslaw that the last morning that Father McCann was there in the 
office, he came to the resettlement office and asked to speak to 
Mr. Inslaw. Mr. Inslaw was talking to a Cuban and he didn f t want 
to be disturbed and so Father left an envelope and left. I also 
was told — and these are things that you hear — sometime later I’m 
sure — that he had left a letter for his parents and had left a 
letter for the Monsignor at the Parrish where he was stationed. 

Then he left. Now I personally talked to Mr. Inslaw on several 
occasions and asked him if he felt — if he knew where Father was — 
and he said "No, "he absolutely had no idea. On different occasions 
throughout most of the following year when Father McCann's name 
came up in the presence of Mr. Inslaw, this man said I know nothing 
and Mr. Inxlaw ±rot died in tkKxxHsucKz of '64.

later, it was bro7ght out that Oswald and a khSx couple of Cubans, 
what looked like Cubans, and this is where the picture came into 
play that the Cubans were involved. But as you told me, I believe, 
wasn’t it Sylvia who was put in a police car and told to pick 
out a Mexican or Cubans, she picked a mexican.

I recall the conversation that the Attorney General said ’’Don't do 
anything about it FBI as far as Walker is concerned.

Then, a tabloid came in from Germany that had a picture of Walker 
and Walker had asked me if I could x read German, and I said no.

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I pinpoint that to Pearl Harbor Day — December 2nd — *63 (around that 
time) I said to Walker, well , why don't you call Tony Kubeck is 
who is a Professor out at the University of Dallas and ask him if 
he has a German exchange student who could translate whatever was 
appearing in this newspaper from Germany.

It was not a Catholic church, but we worked with all these different 
churches — the church is at the corner of Mockingbird and Inwood 
— I think that church is right at that corner. 

This girl had spoken to a lady she knew — someone in that parrish 
who knew me — and that she was talking about the Cubans and there 
was a Cuban who had come to this church and it seemed that the minister 
— whoever he was — had started to take up a collection for this 
Cuban girl when — this girl who happens to be Sylvia Odeo (how she 
got into that church I do not know because she was a Catholic) — 
and some money was raised for Sylvia and so this girl became rarfixminbc 
adrairipoocx concerned about — she just wanted to know more about the 
Cubans, She asked this frieikd of mine M Do you know anyone who knows 
anything about the Cubans”. Yes, — so this girl called me and said 
now, would you come to my house at 1:00 tomorrow afternoon. I have 
a little 2-yr. old boy so it would be easier if you could come, and 
wondered if I would talk about the Cubans. And I said certainly. 

So, I kept my appointment. This little house was in the Mockingbird 
area and so after I arrived, she said now there’s another girl coming — 
The two of us work together at work xriH and so the girl came a few 
minutes later — her name was Joanne Rodgers — and I thought that 
name was vaguely familiar and I sat and talked to the girls and told 
them what I had done in the resettling of the Cubans and Joanne Rodgers 
said ”You are Colonel Castorr’s wife”and I said that’s right. She said 
I know Colonel Castorr. She said something the two had discussed at 
some previous time and then she xx sort of relaxed and thought, well, yes. 
this is somebpdy I can talk to. 
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Joanna told me that the Cuban girl had been staying in her 
home and her kn husband was Jack Rodgers — was in the cement 
business, as a matter of fact, he and his father I guess, owned 
Texas Industries. So this girl was rather suspicious of some 
things that were adqqix happening and it seems that the Rodgers 
were on a vacation somewhere — on a boat I believe — and they 
meant a man by the name of Forray. And this man was from Puerto 
Rico and he had a wife and children. He said to Joanna Rodgers 
’’Would you do a favor for me. A very dear friend of mine is 
in Dallas. I knew her before I knew my wife and she has been in the 
hospital or something and she has several children but she needs to 
be away from the children. Would you sort of look after Sylvia. 

So that was the introduction into that church, you see. The Rodgers 
were members of that church. So then, Joanna went on telling me 
about different things, and I said Well — she said "I’d like to 
tell my story to someone. I am a little concerned kbobbl about 
some things and do you know anyone that I could talk to.
